Note that 
when he loft Keesler the record sho ; he was assigned to Marines HQ in DC but he 
was never there. That was for reassignment. 

It seems to me that while the original brines testimony before the Commission 
may have been based on less than a full search for Oswald's records, at some point, 
if only for historical and cover-the-ass pur^ses all would have been at ono point. 

I don't recall whether Folsom s^iid he hadlOG^ of tho records. 

i3o, when in touch with HQ, why not ask for a search of their historical archives? 

\!e knov; that originally EQ had so little the Oswald r cords there did not 
include what HQ assumed he hid, security cloarance. They assumed confidential. The 
FBI looked tliat them and sported no security clearance. Me don't know if they would 
regard what we do as logical, but it would seem that pretty soon they sought all 
records of everywhere Oswald had been. What they did with them is tho quo? ion.
